It seems necessary to ask for ten cents additional tax to bal- 
lance the budget for next year. The reasons for this are: 
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1. There are fewer tuition pupils this year than last year. 

2. From September to February of this town year we have 
had the benefit of not paying anything on the South School. How- 
ever, during the next town year we shall receive $345.00 less State 
Aid because we have discontinued this school. This loss will all 
come out of the next town year.

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‘Report of Superintendent 


Members of the School Board of Groton: 


I submit, herewith, my annual report of the conditions exist- 
in the schools of the town of Groton. 

The Caledonia-Orange district is made up of four towns and 
one incorporated district as follows: Newbury, Ryegate, Groton, 
Orange and Wells River Incorporated District. 

There are 46 teachers in the district—15%4 in Newbury, 11 in 
Ryegate, 834 in Groton, 6 in Wells River and 5 in Orange. The 
total number of pupils enrolled in the district during the Fall term 
was 886,’an increase of 24 over the enrollment at the correspond- 
ing time last year. 

The teaching staff, in the town of Groton, is the same as last 
year with the exception of Mr. Howard Russell who is teaching 
Agriculture and Shop Work. 

The Westville School is the only rural school maintained 
this year. As there were only five pupils left in the South School 
district it was decided to close the school. There were no more 
Topsham pupils attending the school so that there was no tuition 
to help maintain it. 

One more room in the village building has been painted and 
put in good condition. Because of the introduction of ihe Agricul- 
-ture Course this year no very extensive repairs could be made. 
Several rooms are still in poor condition. 

The P. T. A. is again financing the services of a music teacher, 
Mrs. Adine Farwell of Wells River. Mrs. Farwell is giving in- 
struction toe the elementary children and is voluntarily giving her 
time to the high school girls and boys who are interested. 

A total of 194 pupils were enrolled for the Fall term. The fol- 
lowing table gives the enrollment by schools and by grades. The 
per cent of attendance is also given.

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A total of 22 high school tuition pupils were enrolled during 
the Fall term. These have all remained in school. They are 
divided as follows: Ryegate 19, Topsham 2, Newbury 1. 

The per cent of attendance is much better than last year. 

State Aid for this year is $3432.37 compared with $3309.11 last 
year. This increase is due largely to better attendance brought 
about by the absence of contagious diseases. . 

Many people in town are interested in a nurse to work in the 
schools. Plans are being made to have officials of the Public 
Health Nursing Service meet with officials of the town to see if 
Groton can be included in the district enjoying this service. Ili 
this can be worked out the children will certainly benefit greatly. 

An Agriculture and Shop Work Course has been introduced 
this year. Federal aid pays for one-half the salary of the teacher. 
Newbury pays one-fourth and Groton one-fourth. A large per- 
centage of the boys in school have been enrolled in the course. 
As there are a large number of high schools on the waiting list 
Groton is fortunate to be able to give this course a trial and pay 
only one-fourth the salary. Due to the fact that there is no avail- 
able space in the village building, a room had to be secured in the 
Vance block. As is always the case many problems have arisen 
in starting the course but these will be worked out in time. Many 
of the boys are beginning to realize what the course will mean to 
them later on. I hope that the people will continue to support 
this course as all progressive high schools are introducing it. 

The Home Economics Course is being continued under Fed- 
eral aid with one-half the salary paid by the town. Nearly every 
girl in school is taking the course. An excellent hot lunch pro- 
gram is being carried on with about sixty pupils being served 
daily. 

A large electric clock, the gift of the Alumni Association to 
the school, has been installed and is very much appreciated. 

A: different type of elementary report card is being tried out 
this year. A committee of teachers is making a study of different 
types of reporting in an effort to improve the present card. 

The following is a summary of some of the things that should 
be considered: 

1. Systematic improvement of the village building continued. 

2. The services of a Public Health Nurse, for work in the 
schools, secured as soon as possible. 
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3.. The Agriculture and Shop Work Course continued on a 
half time basis. 


4. Teachers’ salaries maintained at a level high enough to 
retain and secure good teachers. 

In conclusion I wish to thank parents, teachers and directors 
for their cooperation with me and for the support that they have 
given the schools.
